than four hundred persons were 
graduated from the BtMton Normal 

School, and, bearing its diploma, 
with the name of Dio Lewis as its 
I'l-csideut, went out in all the land, 
tcaidiiiig the new sohuol of physical 
ti-alning. Among these graduates 
was that admirable gentleman and 
scholar. Moses Colt T.ler, now Pro- 
fessor in Cornell Univertity. He 
went abroad, remaining several years 
in London introducing the "r)io 
Lewis Gymnattict," Prof. Tyler's 
leeturet and hit contribntiont to the 
English magazines on the new school 
of body culture, constitute tlie finest 
portion of the literature of the new 
movement. In one of Prof. Tyler's 
papers in a leading English Magazine, 
oecurt thtt paragraph— 

The movement of thought in Amer- 
ica toward phytlcal culture it thus 
organized uptin a profbnud and abid- 
ing basit. An impulse has been giv- 
en which vibrates through a popula- 
tion of twenty millions; this impulse 
cannoldie. . , . And of this vast ami 
beneficial movement. Dlo Lewis 
stands clearly at tin- licail. To him 
the people are luukiiit; as lu an apos-

Another iuti-reslin;; jiliase uf Dr. 
Li-wis's work is found iu the si-iiiiiiary 
wliicb he established at Lexington, 
.Vfass. 

His object was to illustrate the pos- 
slbililicsin the physical development 
of (firls during their school life. His 
buildings accoinniodaliiigSOO jiersons 
were placed upon tho first battle 
Held of the Bcvolutionary war. A 
large corps of the best teachers in 
inatlicinalies, sciences, languages, 
belle lettert, and music to be found in 
the country, wore engaged, and the 
ii|)0uing ■ announced. Xbon school 
soon grew to one hundred and fifty 
young women, gathered from all 
parts of tho couutrr, includiug the 
Pacific Qooit, Geulrat America, and 
the west Indict. They came to sec 
what could be done by the new meth- 
ods for their nervoot enfeebled bod- 
ies. The mnrvclont trinmpht of this 
institution during the years which 
Dr. Lewis devoted to its manage- 
ment, be gives in the "North Ameri- 
can Kevlew fur Dec, 1882. As he 
says in llial papt i . liiiudrcds of grate- 
ful parents arc f.imiliar with the 
facts. Girls who came unable lo as- 
cend a single flight of stairs wilhoiil 
sutt'eriug, in a few mouths were able 
t > walk live or teu milet Without in- 
onvciiience. 

In the course uf his Iwculy-twu 
years residence iu Huston. Dr. Lewis 
published nine vulutncs on the var- 
ious aspects uf (lie human body, some 
if which, like "Our Girls," "Our Di- 
gestion, " and "Weak Lungs." littvc 
lUiil enormous sales. 

Dr. Lewis has now removed to the 
city of New York, to CBtablish a large 
in inthly nitgazinc, to be called Dio 
Lewis's monthly," and to be devoted 
to Sanitary and Social Science. Thi« 
will be the crowning' work of his 
lung lifli of labor In the interett of 
better bodies fbr American men and 
women.

DIO LUWIS 

Dr. Dio Lewis waa born at Auburn. 
N. in 1823, etudied medicine with 
Dr. Briggt of that city, took his 
medical course in the Harvard Medi- 
cal School, Boston, began the practice 
of his prufes,-ii»i iu his native place 
ill 181'), and two years later removed 
to lliitralu. where lie practiced from 
1817 U) 1S')2. During his residence in 
liiifl'alo, he wi uli- a number uf paper^ 
onlbe causes ami licaluiciit ofClmlera, 
which ravaged that city during 1819 
and 1851- These papers attracted 
m'.iel! ?.!teiiiii»ii, mid were afterward 
puliiislicd iu a biiok form. 

Ill till- .Vntuiiiii uf 1S.')2, Dr. Lewis 
look his yiiiiiig w ife then scriuu>l\ 
threalencd with cunsumplioii. tu tli" 
oulli. The visit to tho southern 
Stales was repealed duriag the two 
following winters. 

During these throe winters of leis- 
ure, Dr. Lewis seriously retonsidereil 
his life-work, aud after consultation 
with family and other trusted friends- 
resolved to ••shift the switch." Since 
1855 ho has been engaged in lecturing 
and writing un the subject of public 
aud pertimal hygiene. With the ex- 
ception of t«ro vititt to Europe and 
throe tummert of taddle life in the 
inoDntaini nf Calilbruia, be haa been 
uucoatingly occupied with the "ounce 

of prevention.!' 

His labort have boon varied, lutor- 
osting, and most eflbotive. During 
four years ho lectured almost every 
niglit, giving his days lo tho inven- 
tion of his now system of gymnastics. 
In 1860, having completed this tyt- 
tcm, he abandoned tho i)latfurm and 
settled In Uoslon, MaM., to ettabiish 
his Normal School for Phytlcal 
Training. Obtaining nu Act of in* 
corporation from tlie Massachoiettt 
l.egislnlure, he placed his scheme be- 
fore the cclcbrnled Dr. Walter Chnii- 
niiig.

yund llie crowd. All llicse will bi 
sali--licd to stay ut home ami luoli ai 
the liamlsoinc posters 011 llie walU 
lliisyear. The purpose is lo make 
Oriole festivals to Baltimoro what the 
.Mar.li-Gras is to New Orleans, but it 
is not likely to have the same iutercM 
lo outsiders. Still il is a pleasan 
thing for Baltimore ami her piibli. 
spirited eilizeiis can well allurd ti 
keep it up for her home ainuseinenl 
The pick-pocket and swindling fra 
teriiity always reap a harvest oii 
such occasions and they are roportcd 
lo be making plans for it already. 
These gentry are not as ploutitul in 
Wttshinglon now as they were under 
the old police reglMe, and robberies 
and confidence games are remarkably 
few of late. 

Early last spring an eiiterprisingox 
British naval oflicer opened a civl. 
service insiilute iu this city, lli 
went lu ciiiisiderablc cxpcii-e iu lil- 
ting up niuni- and engaging leaclieis 
His in-liluli' was uiuilcUcd after ibosi 
iu Knglaiid. He met with Jioor en- 
couragemeut, and now be has retired 
iu disgust from the Held. "Tin 
scheme cuinmcnci'd all riylil,"he saiii 
"and I had hopes of biiildiug iij) a 
[irolilable school. There arc several 
large iuslitutes of Ihe kind in London 
and Ihev all make lUDiicy. The jieo- 
ple here are not educated up lo the 
idea yet. I had a large number of ap- 
plicants at first, but they expected 
too much of mc. To begin with they 
wished to be crammed for tho civil 
service cxaininalions, and asked mc 
to got them tho official list of ques- 
tions. I could only do this by brib- 
iug some of the clerks, and, not being 
in the bribing business, I refused tu 
doit Then tliey thought I ought tu 
sec to It that they were all provided 
with a At office if they condescended 
10 take a course at the institute. 
Wiicu the applicants found that I 
onid only prepare them for the ex- 
luiiiiatioii and could not. guarantee 
lo get any of them posiliout iu the 
departments, they commenced drop- 
ping nIL I have received liundredi 
of lettert flvm parties asking me to 
get themelorkihips. It has been the 
i-oiiimon error that I kopt an ofiiee- 
brokeragc shop. I iniKlit have eon 
tinned my school, nolwithstandluu 
these drawbacks, but I have become 
convinced that Ihe civil service law 
is a Irand as it now stands. Nearly 
all the ollleials that I talked with 
that the civil .-crvicc regulations as a 
huge joke. There i~ iiu need lur my 
school. To continue il would be on- 
ly giving color to the ftircc."

The 
Go.'ernmeut lots stretch along the 
piiiioipa! aveu'.ie?, snd Iheir ndnru- 
iiicnls. wrelched-ludkiiig Ihuii^li they 
may be, are the mu-l [irumiucnt feal- 
nres uf the iilacc. Aiming lliuse 
whuse remains lie here are two Viic- 
I'resideuls of the ruitcil States— 
liciirgc (.'linluii and Kllu idge (ierry. 
Over the gravcufllic latter is a good- 
si/.cil marble muniiiiiciit, erected by 
iirdcr of ("ungrcss, and bear this 
leiiee from one of his speaches : "It 
is the duty of every citizen, thuiifili 
he may have but one day to live, lu 
devote that day to the service of his 
country." Over the dust of Vice- 
President Clinton Is a monument 
erected by his ebildieii, bearing these 
words: "To the ineinoi'y of George 
Clinton. He was born lu tho State 
of New York ou theZCthof July,1739, 
aud died nt the city of Washington 
on the SOth of April, 1811, in the scv- 
cuty-thirdyearof hisagc. IIo was a 
soldier and statesman of the Revolu- 
tion. Eminent in council, distin- 
guished iu war, he filled with unex- 
ampled ntefblneti, purily and abili- 
ty, among inauy other high offices, 
those of Governor of bit native State 
and Vice-President of tho United i 
States. While he lived his virtue, j 
wisdom, and honor- were the pride,) 
the ornament, teourlty of his country, 
and when he died he left an Illus- 
trious example of a well-spent HA, 
worthy of all imitation." 

One of the handsomest monumcnis 
ill the cemelerv is that i-rci-tcd to the 



iliuost wllhiu sight of bis historic 
lirtbplace, Bladcnsbiirg. Near this 
nonnmont lie the remains of Jona- 
han Cilley, a member of Congrest 
'rom Maine, who fell on the Bladent- 
lurg dueling ground by tlie hand of 
iery Graves, of Kentuckv. No one 
now knowt exactly how many Con- 
rressmen are buried in this contecra- 
'e<l ground. In earlier yeait, when 
there were fbw railroads and the
